In  the  event  of  conflict  between  a particular 
personnel  rule  and  a collective  bargaining  agreement  provision  or  an 
approved  police  or  fire  department  regulation,  the  collective  bargain- 
ing provisions  or  police  or  fire  department  regulation  shall  prevail. 

Section  3:  ADMINISTRATION 

The  board  of  selectmen  shall  be  responsible  for  administration  of 
this  bylaw  and  regulations  promulgated  pursuant  to  section  5.  The 
board  of  selectmen  may  delegate  responsibility  to  such  staff  assistant 
or  staff  assistants  as  deemed  necessary.  The  board  of  selectmen  shall: 

a.  Establish  written  rules  and  regulations  consistent  with  the 
purpose  and  provisions  of  this  bylaw. 

b.  Ensure  that  the  town  acts  affirmatively  in  providing 
opportunities  to  all  persons  regardless  of  sex,  age,  color, 
creed,  race  or  national  origin  for  entry-level  and 
promotional  positions  and  provides  equal  treatment  in  all 
other  aspects  of  personnel  administration. 

c.  Maintain  a centralized  personnel  record-keeping  system. 

Section  4:  ESTABLISHMENT  OF  A PERSONNEL  SYSTEM 

A town-wide  personnel  system  may  be  established  by  the 
promulgation  of  regulations  pursuant  to  section  5.  The  personnel 
system  shall  make  use  of  modern  concepts  of  personnel  management. 
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Section  5:  ADOPTION  and  AMENDMENT  OF  REGULATIONS 

The  board  of  selectmen  shall  promulgate  regulations  defining  the 
personnel  policies  and  procedures  of  the  Town  of  Berkley. 

The  personnel  regulations  shall  be  adopted  or  amended  as  follows: 

a.  Regulations  may  be  proposed  by  any  member  of  the  board  of 
selectmen,  an  elected  official,  department  head,  or  employee. 

b.  The  board  of  selectmen  shall  consider  all  proposed 
regulations  submitted  to  them  and  shall  determine  if  the 
proposed  regulation  has  merit.  If  the  selectmen  determine 
that  a regulation  has  merit,  a public  hearing  shall  be  held. 

c.  Sufficient  notice  of  the  public  hearing  shall  be  provided  by 
posting  a notice  of  the  public  hearing  in  conspicuous 
locations  in  the  principal  work  locations  of  employees 
indicating  the  substance  of  the  proposed  regulation. 

d.  The  board  of  selectmen  shall  consider  comments  received  and 
may  adopt  (with  or  without  modifications)  or  reject  regula- 
tions. The  effective  date  of  the  regulation  shall  be  stated. 

e.  Copies  of  the  compiled  regulations  shall  be  provided  to  all 
department  heads  and  available  for  inspection  by  employees. 


Section  6:  PROBATIONARY  PERIOD 

An  employee  shall  serve  a probationary  period  of  six  months 
following  appointment,  provided,  however,  the  police  department 
may  provide  for  a greater  period  as  specified  in  departmental  regulations. 
Such  employee  may  be  dismissed,  suspended  or  demoted  at  any  time 
during  the  probationary  period  at  the  discretion  of  the  appointing 
authority  and  shall  not  be  eligible  for  an  appeal  of  such  action. 


Section  7:  ABOLITION  OF  A POSITION 

A position  may  be  abolished  or  the  number  of  personnel  reduced 
for  reasons  of  economy  or  for  reasons  of  reorganization. 

Section  8:  SEVERABILITY 

The  provisions  of  the  bylaw  and  any  administrative  regulations 
adopted  pursuant  tothe  bylaw  are  severable.  If  any  bylaw  provision  or 
administrative  regulation  is  held  invalid,  the  remaining  provisions  of 
the  bylaw  or  administrative  regulations  shall  not  be  affected  thereby. 

Section  9:  EFFECTIVE  DATE 

This  bylaw  shall  take  effect  on  the  date  of  approval  of  the 
Attorney  General.

Section  1 — LICENSE  FEES.  The  annual  fee  for  every  dog  license, 
except  as  otherwise  provided  by  law,  shall  be  four  ($4.00)  dollars  for  a 
male  dog  and  six  ($6.00)  dollars  for  a female  dog,  unless  a certificate 
of  a registered  veterinarian  has  been  shown  to  the  Town  Clerk 
indicating  that  such  female  dog  has  been  spayed,  in  which  case  the  fee 
shall  be  four  ($4.00)  dollars.  No  fee  shall  be  charged  for  a license  for  a 
dog  especially  trained  to  lead  or  serve  a blind  person;  provided,  that 
the  Division  of  the  Blind  certifies  that  such  dog  is  so  trained  and 
actually  in  the  services  of  a blind  person.  No  license  fee  or  part  thereof 
shall  be  refunded  because  of  the  subsequent  death,  loss,  spaying,  or 
removal  from  the  Commonwealth,  or  other  disposal  of  the  dog,  nor 
shall  any  license  fee  or  part  thereof  paid  by  mistake  be  paid  or 
recovered  back  after  it  has  been  paid  over  to  the  Town  Treasurer. 

Section  2 — DISTURBING  THE  PEACE.  No  person  shall  own  or  keep 
in  the  Town  any  dog  which  by  biting,  excessive  barking,  howling  or  in  any 
other  manner  disturbs  the  quiet  of  the  public  or  creates  a public  nuisance. 
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Section  3 — COMPLAINT  OF  NUISANCE.  If  any  person  shall 
make  a complaint  in  writing  to  the  Animal  Control  Officer  that  any 
dog  owned  or  harbored  within  his  jurisdiction  is  a nuisance  by  reason 
of  vicious  disposition  or  excessive  barking  or  other  disturbance,  the 
Animal  Control  Officer  shall  investigate  such  complaint,  which  may 
include  an  examination  under  oath  of  the  complainant,  and  submit  a 
written  report  to  the  Selectmen  of  his  findings  and  recommendations, 
together  with  the  written  complaint.  Upon  receipt  of  such  report  and 
examination  of  the  complainant  under  oath,  the  Selectmen  may  make 
such  order  concerning  the  restraint,  muzzling  or  disposal  of  such  dog 
as  may  be  deemed  necessary.  The  Animal  Control  Officer,  after 
investigation,  may  issue  an  interim  order  that  such  dog  be  restrained 
or  muzzled  for  a period  not  to  exceed  fourteen  (14)  days  to  enable  the 
Selectmen  to  issue  their  order  following  receipt  of  the  report  of  the 
Animal  Control  Officer.  If  the  Selectmen  fail  to  act  during  the  period 
of  the  interim  order,  upon  expiration  of  the  period,  the  interim  order 
automatically  is  vacated. 

Section  4 — RESTRAINT  OR  MUZZLING.  The  Animal  Control 
Officer  may  restrain  or  muzzle,  or  issue  an  interim  order  to  restrain  or 
muzzle,  for  a period  not  to  exceed  fourteen  (14)  days,  any  dog  for  any 
of  the  following  reasons: 

A.  For  having  bitten  or  threatened  any  person. 

B.  If  found  at  large  or  unmuzzled,  as  the  case  may  be,  which 
an  order  for  the  restraint  of  such  dog  is  in  effect. 

C.  If  found  in  a school,  schoolyard  or  public  recreational 
area. 

D.  For  having  killed  or  maimed  or  otherwise  damaged  any 
domesticated  animal. 

E.  For  chasing  any  vehicles  (including  bicycles)  upon  any 
public  way  or  way  open  to  public  travel  in  the  Town. 

F.  For  any  violation  of  Section  2. 

Upon  restraining  or  muzzling,  or  issuing  an  interim  order  to  restrain 
or  muzzle,  the  Animal  Control  Officer  shall  submit  in  writing  to  the 
Selectmen  a report  of  his  action  and  the  reasons  thereof.  Upon  receipt 
of  such  report,  the  Selectmen  may  make  such  order  concerning  the 
restraint,  muzzling  or  disposal  of  such  dog  as  may  be  deemed 
necessary.  If  the  Selectmen  fail  to  act  upon  the  report  during  the 
period  the  dog  is  restrained  or  muzzled,  upon  expiration  of  the  period, 
the  interim  order  is  automatically  vacated. 
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Section  5 — APPEAL  OF  RESTRAINT  OR  MUZZLING.  The 
owner  or  keeper  of  any  dog  that  has  been  ordered  to  be  restrained  or 
muzzled  or  has  been  restrained  under  this  article,  may  file  a request  in 
writing  with  the  Animal  Control  Officer  that  the  restraining  order  be 
vacated,  or  that  the  dog  be  released;  and  after  investigation  by  the 
Animal  Control  Officer  such  officer  may  vacate  such  order  or  release 
such  dog  if  the  order  or  restraint  was  imposed  by  him.  If  the  order  was 
imposed  by  the  Selectmen,  the  Animal  Control  Officer  shall  submit  a 
written  report  of  his  investigation  with  his  recommendations  to  the 
Selectmen  who  may  vacate  such  order. 

Section  6 — FAILURE  TO  COMPLY.  Any  owner  or  keeper  of  a dog 
who  shall  fail  to  comply  with  any  order  of  the  Animal  Control  Officer 
or  Selectmen  issued  pursuant  to  this  article  shall  be  punishable  by  a 
fine  of  twenty-five  ($25.00)  dollars. 

Section  7 — UNLICENSED  DOGS.  Any  dog  within  the  limits  of  the 
Town  unlicensed  or  not  wearing  a valid  license  tag  shall  be  impounded 
by  the  Animal  Control  Officer  and  not  released  until  the  Pound  fees, 
in  accordance  with  the  General  Laws,  Pickup  Fees,  Late  Licensing  Fee 
(if  applicable),  are  paid  and  current  license  is  obtained  from  the  Town 
Clerk.  The  Pickup  Fee  shall  be  Five  ($5.00)  dollars.  Any  dog  not 
claimed  within  seven  (7)  days  will  become  the  property  of  the  Town 
and  will  be  disposed  of  by  the  Dog  Officer  by  whatever  humane  means 
are  available. 

Section  8 — ANIMAL  CONTROL  OFFICER.  The  Selectmen  shall 
appoint  an  Animal  Control  Officer  to  enforce  this  by-law.  In  the  event 
of  the  absence  of  the  Animal  Control  Officer,  the  Police  Department 
shall  make  suitable  provisions  for  impounding  dogs  and  strays.  The 
Town  shall  provide  such  equipment  and  means  as  deemed  necessary 
by  the  Board  of  Selectmen  for  proper  enforcement. 

Section  9 — DOG  CONTROL.  No  owner  or  keeper  shall  cause  or 
permit  any  dog  to  run  at  large  within  the  Town.  While  on  any  public 
way  or  place,  dogs  shall  be  under  restraint  or  control  by  the  owner  or 
keeper.  A dog  is  under  restraint  within  the  by-law  if  he  is  controlled  on 
a leash  or  at  “heel”  beside  a competent  person  and  obedient  to  the 
person’s  command,  or  on  or  within  a vehicle  being  driven  or  parked  in 
the  street.  Dogs  running  at  large  will  be  caught  and  confined  and  the 
owners  notified.  Owners  or  keepers  found  in  violation  of  this  section 
will  be  liable  to  fine  of  not  more  than  twenty-five  ($25.00)  dollars  of 
each  violation.  All  fees  collected  or  received  by  the  Animal  Control 
Officer  from  any  sourcer  whatsoever  shall  be  remitted  to  the  Town 
Treasurer. 
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Article  27.  Tabled:  Subsidiary  payment  for  Group  Life  and  Health 
Insurance  for  employees  in  the  service  of  the  Town. 

Article  28.  Tabled.  Retroactive  payment  of  Group  Life  and  Health 
Insurance  for  employees  in  the  service  of  the  Town. 

Article  29.  Voted:  $3,000.00  for  funding  the  Medicare  Tax  under  the 
Consolidated  Omnibus  Budget  Reconciliation  Act  of  1985. 

Article  30.  Voted:  To  combine  the  following  officers  and  their  duties: 
Dog  Officer,  Pound  Keeper  and  Field  Driver  to  a new  office  called 
Animal  Control  Officer. 

Article  31.  Voted:  From  Assessor’s  Annual  Tax  Valuation 

Maintenance  Account  $6,000.00  to  purchase  a computer  system  for 
the  Board  of  Assessors. 

Article  32.  Voted:  To  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  sell  either  by  public 
auction  or  sealed  bid  sale  the  following  items:  one  1978  Dodge  Police 
Cruiser;  one  1966  Kaiser  truck  with  sander;  one  1966  Wayne  Street 
Sweeper;  one  1951  Case  tractor;  and  one  orchard  sprayer.

COUNCIL  ON  AGING 


To  The  Board  of  Selectmen: 

The  Berkley  Council  On  Aging  was  established  by  vote  at  the 
annual  town  meeting  on  March  8,  1973  in  accordance  with  the  provi- 
sions of  Chapter  40,  Section  8B  of  the  General  Laws  of  the 
Commonwealth  to  carry  out  programs  designed  to  meet  the  problems 
and  needs  of  the  elderly  in  Berkley,  and  in  cooperation  with  the 
programs  of  the  Executive  Office  of  Elderly  Affairs  in  the 
Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts. 

We  have  continued  to  sponsor  the  following  programs: 

1.  One  free  flu  shot  clinic. 

2.  Ten  full  day  Health  Counseling  Sessions  (once  a month  except 
July  and  August).  A nurse  from  the  Taunton  Visiting  Nurses 
Association,  Inc.  checks  blood  pressure,  urine  for  diabetes, 
weights,  and  answers  any  health  questions.  The  health  sessions 
are  held  from  9 a.m.  to  2 p.m.  on  the  4th  Tuesday  of  the  month. 

3.  Sponsored  a conference  to  test  blood  for  anemia  and  sugar 
diabetes. 

4.  Continued  to  provide  and  distribute  Identification  Discount 
cards. 

5.  Participation  with  the  Bristol  Elder  Services,  Inc.  bringing  home 
care  to  the  elderly,  such  services  including  homemaking,  chore 
services,  Medivan  transportation  for  chronic  and  long-term 
medical  problems.  Information  on  legal  services  is  also  available. 

6.  Continue  to  help  individual  seniors  with  special  needs. 

7.  A branch  of  the  Berkley  Library  is  located  at  the  Senior  Center. 
There’s  a good  selection  of  books  that  are  considered  interesting 
for  the  elderly.  These  books  may  be  borrowed  at  any  time  when 
the  Senior  Center  is  open.  The  Senior  Center  is  located  at  93 
Myricks  Street. 

8.  The  Berkley  Happy  Hearts  Senior  Club  meets  on  Mondays  at  1 :30 
p.m.  at  the  Senior  Center.  The  Berkley  Historical  Society  meets  at 
the  center  once  a month,  the  Book  Club  several  times  a year,  the 
Cub  Scouts  on  Wednesday  evenings  and  the  Girl  Scouts  on 
Saturday  afternoons. 
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9.  We  are  continuing  to  sponsor  the  federal  surplus  food  program 
monthly  and  as  we  are  a member  of  the  Rhode  Island  Food 
Bank  we  have  been  purchasing  other  commodities  to  supplement 
this  program.  We  feel  there  is  a vital  need  for  this  program  in 
our  community  and  will  continue  to  sponsor  the  program  for 
1988.  We  have  been  averaging  service  to  approximately  150 
families.  All  families  must  meet  the  gross  income  requirements 
under  the  current  fuel  assistance  program  guidelines. 

10.  This  year  the  Senior  Center  participated  in  the  fuel  application 
program.  The  Center  was  open  on  scheduled  dates  and 
assistance  was  given  to  all  those  who  requested  it. 

11.  We  are  represented  on  the  Board  of  Directors  and  the  Advisory 
Council  of  the  Bristol  Elder  Services,  Inc. 

12.  We  sponsored  a catered  luncheon  at  Independence  Harbor  in 
June  for  our  seniors. 

13.  We  applied  for  a $4,500.00  Discretionary  grant  from  the  State  of 
Massachusetts  Elder  Affairs  and  was  granted  the  money.  Under 
the  grant  we  will  be  paying  for  a Director/Coordinator  for  the 
Council  on  Aging  as  well  as  sponsoring  programs  such  as  physical 
fitness  and  arts  and  crafts  in  the  spring  of  1988.  The  new  director 
named  under  this  grant  was  Andrea  Perry  of  Berkley. 

14.  We  applied  for  another  grant  for  $767.00  fromt  he  State  for 
energy  conservation  and  a V.C.R.  The  money  has  been  received 
and  three  ceiling  fans  were  installed.  The  balance  of  this  grant  is 
to  be  used  for  a VCR  machine  for  the  SEnior  Center  for  the 
purpose  of  entertaining  and  informing. 

15.  Purchased  a player  piano  for  the  Senior  Center  — sounds  great. 

Finally  we  would  like  to  thank  the  School  Department  and 
faculty  for  the  lovely  Christmas  dinner.  It  was  greatly 
appreciated  by  all  those  attending. 

We  would  also  like  to  thank  the  Highway  Department  and  Civil 

Defense  for  their  cooperation  in  helping  us  in  our  food  distribution 

program.  Without  their  help  it  would  be  very  difficult  for  us  to 

sponsor  this  program.

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BERKLEY  POLICE  DEPARTMENT 
1987  Annual  Report 

During  1987  the  Police  Department  recorded  a noticeable 
increase  in  calls  and  criminal  activity  in  Berkley.  Much  of  this  is  due  to 
the  fact  that  we  now  have  police  officers  on  the  road  24  hours  a day 
and  partly  because  of  increased  citizen  participation  in  reporting 
crimes  and  suspicious  activity.  As  you  will  note  in  the  statistical 
report,  arrests  were  up  75%  from  last  year.  Criminal  investigations 
were  down  overall  by  - 3%  but  general  offenses  were  up  + 23%.  The 
largest  increase  was  for  police  and  emergency  services  to  citizens 
which  was  up  +27%.  Motor  vehicle  activity  was  up  + 20%  and  intra- 
department activity  up  +6%. 

The  current  manpower  of  the  department,  which  is  the  Chief,  a 
Lieutenant,  two  regular  patrolmen  and  five  reserves,  is  insufficient  to 
effectively  handle  this  increase  and  still  offer  unlimited  services  to  the 
Town.  Even  more  important  is  the  fact  that  salaries  are  not  even  close 
to  those  being  paid  in  other  towns.  This  has  impacted  directly  on  the 
Town  since  Patrolman  John  Bell  resigned  in  October  and  Patrolman 
Frederick  Wilbur  resigned  in  January  of  1988.  Both  accepted  similar 
positions  in  their  hometowns  for  considerably  more  money.  Fred 
Bopp  has  been  appointed  to  fill  one  of  the  patrolman  positions  and 
will  be  attending  the  Police  Academy  in  1988.  The  townspeople  must 
resolve  the  problem  of  officers  leaving  after  being  trained  by  deciding 
if  they  are  willing  to  pay  higher  salaries  to  retain  a full  service  police 
department  or  return  to  the  limited  services  we  had  a few  years  ago. 

Although  we  have  maintained  the  police  vehicles,  the  1984  cruiser 
had  to  be  deadlined  with  over  130,000  miles.  The  1986  cruiser  had 
over  85,000  miles  on  it  by  the  end  of  December  and  will  also  have  to  be 
replaced.  A new  cruiser  was  requested  in  1987  to  replace  the  1984 
vehicle  but  due  to  the  lack  of  funds  in  Berkley,  the  article  was  tabled  at 
three  Town  meetings.  Your  police  officers  patrol  the  Town  with  an 
average  mileage  of  80  miles  per  shift,  3 shifts  a day,  365  days  a year 
which  totals  almost  90,000  miles  on  the  cruiser.  This  doesn’t  take  into 
account  the  miles  put  on  while  transporting  prisoners,  court  time, 
training  and  investigations.  We  must  purchase  a new  cruiser  every 
year  in  order  to  keep  operating  as  a professional  department.  Again, 
the  people  must  decide  if  they  are  willing  to  buy  vehicles  for  the  police 
to  continue  their  patrols. 

A final  item  of  serious  concern  is  the  lack  of  adequate  space  for 
the  police  department.  The  trailer  which  was  installed  in  October  of 
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1982  as  temporary  for  a couple  of  years  has  long  been  outgrown.  As 
reported  in  my  1986  report,  police  efficiency,  the  safety  of  citizens  and 
liability  to  the  Town  is  at  risk.  Steps  must  be  taken  now  to  construct  a 
modern  police  and  fire  public  safety  building  in  order  to  avoid  a 
serious  injury  or  lawsuit. 

Overall,  the  Police  Department  has  had  a productive  year  with 
many  successful  endings.  All  the  full-time  and  reserve  officers  have 
been  certified  by  Mass.  Criminal  Justice  Training  after  completing  40 
hours  of  in-service  training.  Convictions  were  obtained  in  court  for 
the  homicide  and  the  fatal  motor  vehicle  accident  that  occurred  last 
year.  Again,  there  was  an  increase  in  fines  returned  to  the  Town.  The 
findings  of  the  Berkley  Police  Advisory  Task  Force  were  all 
implemented,  with  the  exception  of  those  pertaining  to  salary  in- 
creases and  a new  police  facility.  My  sincere  thanks  go  to  the  officers 
and  dispatchers,  Selectmen,  Fire  Department,  Highway  Surveyor  and 
all  others  who  worked  with  me  so  that  we  could  continue  giving 
professional  service  to  the  citizens  of  Berkley.

Mrs.  Jackson’s  creativity  and  Mrs.  Caron’s 
experience  and  cooperation  were  outstanding. 

Goals  for  the  coming  year(s)  include  expanding  library  hours, 
acquiring  more  videos  and  materials  for  special  interests,  continuing 
to  update  the  reference  materials,  providing  more  programs  for  adults 
as  well  as  addressing  the  problem  of  “latch-key  children”. 

Space  to  house  materials  and  present  new  programs  in  continues  to 
be  a problem,  and  it  must  be  addressed  in  the  near  future  if  we  are  to 
continue  to  grow  and  meet  the  needs  of  a growing  population.

Below  is  the  annual  report  of  the  Planning  Board: 

1987  Annual  Report 

In  1987,  the  Planning  Board  continued  working  with  IEP,  Inc.  to 
complete  a Master  Plan  for  the  Town.  A report  produced  by  the 
consultant  as  the  first  phase  of  the  study  identified  areas  needing 
further  study.  With  the  assistance  of  IEP,  an  application  was  prepared 
for  a Strategic  Planning  Grant  to  study  aquifers  in  the  town.  In 
October,  the  state  announced  a grant  of  $25,000  for  the  study,  which 
is  being  conducted  by  IEP. 

Although  the  growth  rate  of  the  town  has  begun  to  level  off  after 
the  explosive  growth  years  of  1985  and  1986,  Berkley  continues  to 
grow  faster  than  it  should.  Most  of  the  impact  of  the  building  boom 
will  be  felt  in  the  Bayview  Avenue  area,  where  six  subdivisions  are  in 
various  stages  of  development.  We  anticipate  at  least  50  new  homes 
during  1988  in  the  three  subdivisions  on  Bayview  which  have  already 
submitted  their  definitive  plans. 

The  creation  of  new  house  lots  remained  high,  with  128  lots  being 
created  in  1987.  The  potential  for  new  residential  construction, 
therefore,  remains  quite  high.  Also,  subdivisions  will  continue  to  be 
developed,  9 preliminary  plans  having  been  submitted  in  1987  contain- 
ing a total  of  151  housing  units.  Many  of  these  will  likely  be  developed 
as  soon  as  the  housing  market  shows  signs  of  improving. 

The  Planning  Board  revised  its  fee  schedule  for  services  during  the 
year:  Form  A lots  — $50;  Preliminary  Plans  — $50;  Definitive  Plans 
— $50  per  lot  and  deposits  of  $3  per  linear  foot  of  roadway  and  $125 
for  mail  and  ads,  and  all  printed  materials  — $0.45  per  page.  During 
the  year  the  board  collected  $7,537.51  in  fees  and  $15,504.95  in 
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deposits.  The  Board  also  revised  its  rules  and  regulations  to  include  a 
listing  of  approved  streets  and  guidelines  for  approval  of  lots  on 
unpaved  streets. 

We  anticipate  that  continued  growth  will  be  difficult  for  the  town  to 
handle.  The  present  zoning  regulations  have  proved  inadequate  and 
must  be  revised  with  a zoning  map  as  the  state  law  requires.  Meetings 
are  held  in  the  Old  Town  Hall  on  the  first  Monday  of  the  month  at 
7:30  p.m.  and  the  Planning  Board  office  in  the  Old  Town  Hall  is  also 
open  every  Saturday  from  9:00  to  10:00  a.m.  Anyone  interested  is 
invited  to  attend.

PLUMBING  AND  GAS  INSPECTOR 
FOR  THE  YEAR  1987 

To  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Berkley: 

As  the  Plumbing  Inspector  for  the  Town  of  Berkley,  I inspected  one 
hundred  and  sixteen  (116)  plumbing  installations. The  income  from 
the  permits  for  these  plumbing  installations  amounted  to  $2,880.  The 
Plumbing  Inspector  received  $2,764  leaving  a balance  of  $116  for 
town  expenses. 

As  the  Gas  Inspector  for  the  Town  of  Berkley  I inspected  twenty- 
five  (25)  gas  installations  in  the  Town  of  Berkley.  The  income  from 
the  permits  for  these  gas  installations  was  $250.  The  Gas  Inspector 
received  $200  leaving  a balance  of  $50  for  town  expenses. 

The  inspections  were  carried  out  with  no  problems  or  complaints. 
During  the  period  when  the  bridge  was  out  I had  to  drive  about  twelve 
extra  miles  for  each  inspection  (two  inspections  per  installation)  which 
totaled  over  1,500  miles  and  added  about  100  hours  to  my  time.  I for 
one  was  glad  to  see  the  bridge  re-open. 

I would  like  to  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  the  members  of  the 
Board  of  Health  and  the  Building  Inspector  Mr.  Frank  Wallace  for 
their  cooperation  in  assisting  me  to  do  my  job.

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FINANCE  COMMITTEE 
Annual  Report  Fiscal  Year  — 1987 

The  Finance  Committee  serves  the  taxpayers  of  Berkley  on  an 
advisory  basis.  It  is  our  responsibility  to  review  all  expenditure  requests 
and  to  advise  Berkley  residents  accordingly.  There  are  nine  members 
on  the  committee  that  are  appointed  to  rotating  three  year  terms. 

At  this  time  we  are  in  the  middle  of  the  Berkley  Middle  School 
Construction  Project.  An  “Exclusion”  referendum  to  Proposition  2Vi 
was  passed  to  pay  for  the  portion  of  the  project  not  covered  by  the 
state’s  reimbursement  program.  This  indicates  the  commitment  that 
Berkley  residents  are  willing  to  make  to  meet  the  needs  of  our  growing 
town. 

However,  Proposition  2Vi  does  continue  to  place  limitations  on 
town  departments  as  department  heads  continue  to  strive  to  deliver 
maximum  services  available  within  their  respective  budgets.  In  the 
past  several  years  we  have  not  been  able  to  provide  full  funding  for  all 
budget  requests.  This  results  in  limitations  or  reductions  in  town  services. 

It  is  important  that  alternatives  to  Proposition  2Vi  be  examined 
carefully.  We  feel  the  Selectmen  should  schedule  public  hearings  on 
this  subject  prior  to  the  Annual  Town  Meeting.  This  will  allow 
Berkley  residents  the  opportunity  to  be  informed  on  the  subject  and 
take  appropriate  action  to  create  solutions  to  the  financial  challenges 
that  face  us  today. 

Your  participation  in  town  government  is  vital.  The  responsibility 
for  the  future  of  your  town  does  not  rest  in  the  laps  of  elected  and 
appointed  officials,  but  rather  squarely  on  the  shoulders  of  every  town 
resident.

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ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  BERKLEY 
ARTS  LOTTERY  COUNCIL  — 1987 

The  Berkley  Arts  Lottery  Council  met  twice  in  1987  to  disperse 
money  granted  by  the  Massachusetts  Arts  Lottery  Council.  The  first 
meeting  was  held  on  April  8th  at  the  Berkley  Middle  School  for 
distribution  of  $1,021.00  which  was  Berkley’s  semi-annual  allotment, 
plus  $100.00  held  over  from  the  previous  funding  period.  Committee 
members  present  at  that  meeting  were:  Diana  Modlowski,  Bernard 
Desautels,  Lucy  Gamache  and  Susan  Lopes,  Chairperson. 

Grants  awarded  were:  $960.00  for  the  Berkley  P.T.O.  Enrichment 
Program  for  Tribal  Rhythms  $610.00;  Hugh  Hanley  $200.00  and 
Marcia  Perlmutter  for  $150.00.  As  allowed  by  the  Massachusetts  Arts 
Lottery  Council,  the  sum  of  $40.00  was  approved  for  Council 
expenses  and  a total  of  $121.00  was  requested  to  be  held  over  for  the 
next  funding  cycle.  The  Berkley  P.T.O.  also  received  $150.00  of  PASS 
(Performing  Arts  Student  Series)  funds.  We  requested  that  $353.00  of 
our  PASS  funds  be  held  over  for  the  next  funding  cycle. 

The  Committee  met  again  on  October  6th  at  the  Berkley  Middle 
School  for  distribution  of  $1 ,014.00,  which  was  Berkley’s  semi-annual 
allotment,  plus  $121.00  held  over  from  the  previous  funding  period. 
Members  present  at  this  meeting  were:  Diana  Modlowski,  Kathleen 
Chester,  Bernard  Desautels  and  Susan  Lopes,  Chairperson. 

Grants  awarded  were:  $885.00  for  the  Berkley  P.T.O.  Enrichment 
Program:  Marcia  Perlmutter  for  performance  of  Mother  Goose  with 
student  interaction,  $145.00;  Kim  Wallach,  folksinger,  $140.00;  Alice 
McGill,  in  school  performance  of  historical  character  Sojourner  Truth, 
$200.00;  Opera  to  Go,  for  exposure  to  opera  using  student  interaction, 
$250.00;  and  Mel  Harold,  for  a performance  of  Historical  Character 
and  writer  Edgar  Allan  Poe,  $150.00.  The  Berkley  Celebrations 
Committee  received  $250.00  for  Tony  Lupo,  an  organ  grinder  with  two 
monkeys  who  performed  during  the  Annual  Festival  on  the  Common. 
One  application  for  PASS  money  was  received  from  the  Berkley  P.T.O. 
Since  no  other  applications  had  been  made,  our  entire  allotment  of 
$250.00  plus  the  holdover  from  the  last  funding  cycle,  $353.00,  (total 
$603.00),  was  awarded  to  the  Berkley  P.T.O.  Enrichment  Program.

In  making  my  visits  as  Inspector  of  Buildings  during  this  past  year,  I 
have  found  most  construction  work  to  be  satisfactory  and  meeting 
with  the  regulations  of  town  bylaws  and  the  minimum  standards  as  set 
forth  by  the  Massachusetts  Building  Code  Commission.  All  work 
found  not  to  be  in  accordance  with  minimum  standards  has  since  been 
corrected  and  all  builders  are  currently  complying  with  standards  of 
acceptance. 

Records  have  been  maintained  and  can  be  considered  accurate  to 
the  best  of  my  knowledge  through  December  31,  1987.  A monthly 
report  of  building  permits  issued  has  been  filed  with  the  Board  of 
Assessors  and  the  Board  of  Selectmen.

As  seen  by  the  number  of  permits  issued  over  the  past  five  years, 
there  continues  to  be  an  increase  in  building  activity  of  all  kinds 
throughout  the  town.  Based  upon  1987  housing  starts  in  comparison 
to  available  house  lots,  it  is  likely  that  1988  will  see  the  construction  of 
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an  equivalent  number  of  new  homes.  In  an  attempt  to  provide  inspection 
services  without  increasing  the  cost  of  the  building  department, 
Berkley  residents  should  become  aware  of  the  following  information: 

A.  Allow  a minimum  of  two  days  notice  when  requesting  inspections. 
Experienced  contractors  and  builders  usually  allow  5-7  days  so 
they  will  not  be  delayed  in  their  work  because  appointment  times 
have  already  been  scheduled  for  others. 

B.  Allow  a minimum  of  two  weeks  for  the  processing  of  all  building 
permit  applications.  Federal  and  state  agencies  are  requiring  more 
time  consuming  review  for  compliance  with  regulatory  statutes 
for  the  protection  of  the  consumer. 

C.  A simplified  version  of  state  and  local  building  code  requirements 
is  available  to  residents  of  the  town  and  other  interested  parties  at 
a nominal  cost.  This  version  is  not  intended  to  be  complete,  but 
only  to  indicate  basic  requirements  and  general  procedures 
necessary  to  follow  when  applying  for  and  receiving  building 
permits  for  various  purposes. 

D.  Regular  office  hours  of  the  Inspector  of  Buildings  are  held  in  the 
basement  of  the  Edward  G.  Canuel  Primary  School  on  the  first 
and  third  Thursdays,  8:00  P.M.,  and  the  second  and  fourth 
Saturdays,  8:30  A.M.,  of  each  month.  Other  appointments  may 
be  arranged  at  mutual  convenience  by  calling  822-9603  and 
leaving  a message  with  the  answering  service  provided  at  that 
number. 

Once  again,  I would  like  to  thank  the  various  boards  and 
individuals  for  their  assistance  in  carrying  out  the  duties  of  this  office, 
especially  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  the  Planning  Board,  and  the  Board 
of  Assessors.

Additionally  we  are  working  on  a plan  for  Hazardous  Materials 
Emergencies  in  cooperation  with  State  Civil  Defense  Headquarters 
which  will  also  be  required  by  law  by  1989  to  ensure  the  Town’s 
continued  participation  in  Federal  Assistance  Programs. 

We  also  have  recently  purchased  a two-way  to  allow  the  Director 
direct  communication  with  Area  II  Civil  Defense  Headquarters  in 
Bridgewater  and  also  with  the  Town  Communication  Center. 

We  would  also  like  to  thank  the  Highway  Department,  the  Fire 
Department  and  the  Police  Department  and  all  those  others  who  have 
helped  us  in  the  past  and  I’m  sure  for  their  continued  assistance  in  the 
future.

ANNUAL  REPORT  1987 


The  year  of  1987  was  a year  of  growth  for  the  Town  of  Berkley  and 
the  Fire  Department.  With  the  construction  of  a large  building  for  a 
car  dealership,  the  Department  was  introduced  to  its  first  sprinkler 
system.  The  hydrant  system  in  Myricks  provides  for  this  advanced  fire 
suppression  system. 

The  absence  of  a hydrant  system  in  the  South  Main  Street  area 
excluded  the  new  elementary  school  from  being  sprinklered.  The 
school  will  be  protected  by  a fire  alarm  system  throughout  the  entire 
school;  both  the  new  and  existing  sections.  At  present  all  schools  in 
the  Town  are  equipped  with  fire  alarm  systems,  including;  smoke 
detectors,  heat  detectors  and  pull  stations.  No  other  public  buildings 
are  protected  by  fire  alarm  systems. 

The  number  of  required  inspections  for  residential  homes  including 
smoke  detectors  and  oil  fired  burners  were  up.  All  new  homes  are 
required  by  the  law  to  have  electrical  smoke  detectors  before  an 
occupancy  permit  is  issued.  Residents  who  sell  or  re-mortgage  their 
homes  also  must  have  smoke  detectors.  They  may  be  battery  operated. 
The  importance  of  smoke  detectors  and  good  fire  safety  practices 
should  be  a concern  in  the  home. 

This  past  year  brought  the  retirement  of  Merle  J.  E.  Stetson.  He 
retired  at  the  rank  of  Deputy  Fire  Chief  of  the  Berkley  Fire  Depart- 
ment. Deputy  Stetson  served  the  Town  and  the  Fire  Department  for 
some  40  years.  He  always  served  with  professionalism  and  pride.  The 
Deputy  Chief’s  position  was  filled  by  Douglas  Stetson,  the  son  of  the 
retiring  Deputy  Chief. 

Several  additional  department  officer  positions  were  filled  in  1987. 
The  position  of  Captain  for  the  Myricks  Station  was  filled  by  Brian 
W.  Perry.  At  the  Common  Station,  Dwight  “Butch”  Fournier  was 
appointed  as  Captain,  and  Kevin  Partridge  as  a Lieutenant,  Officer  in 
Charge  of  Fire  Prevention.  His  duties  shall  include  fire  safety 
inspections  and  fire  prevention  education  in  the  schools  and  with  the 
public.  Lieutenant  Partridge  is  also  the  Arson  Investigator  for  the  Town. 

Another  year  adds  to  the  age  of  our  tiring  apparatus  in  the  Town. 
Three  of  the  Town  trucks  are  now  over  31  years  old,  two  of  these  are 
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stationed  in  the  Myricks  station.  The  appropriation  made  this  past 
year  will  allow  us  to  retire  the  1957  Ford,  which  has  had  many 
problems  in  1987.  The  new  truck  will  upgrade  our  fleet  and  water  pply 
to  provide  better  fire  protection  for  the  Town. 

As  the  town  grows  the  number  of  runs  also  increases.  Personnel  for 
the  Call  Department  has  increased  and  protective  clothing  must  be 
issued  to  every  member  of  the  force,  a must  in  the  fire  service. 
Additional  personnel  equipment  of  this  type  and  radio  equipment 
must  be  purchased  to  provide  new  call  men  and  to  replace  outdated 
equipment  still  used  by  call  men  in  the  Town.  All  the  radios  that  the 
Department  has,  have  been  issued,  the  Department  is  now  short  of 
equipment.  These  radios  alert  the  call  members  of  the  need  of  service 
at  a fire  or  ambulance  call. 

Space  still  plagues  our  Fire  Department,  forcing  the  Department  to 
limit  the  type  and  size  of  the  fire  truck  we  purchased  last  year  which 
will  arrive  sometime  in  September.  The  type  of  ambulance  that  the 
Department  will  hope  to  purchase  before  the  end  of  1988  will  also  be 
under  restrictions.  The  Fire  Stations,  both  the  Common  and  Myricks 
are  used  to  their  limits.  Office  space  as  well  as  storage  space  are 
inadequate  at  the  present  time  and  chances  are  it  will  get  worse  with 
the  towns  growth.  Meeting  space  for  Fire  Department  functions  are 
also  a problem  for  both  Fire  and  EMT  training. 

At  present  the  Fire  Department  must  leave  vehicle  that  is  used  for 
fire  prevention  outside  at  all  times  due  to  inadequate  space.  The 
Common  Station  currently  houses  four  emergency  vehicles  in  a 2Vi 
vehicle  station.  The  fulltime  firefighters  use  a trailer  as  the  day  room 
and  the  Department  office,  which  is  also  using  all  space  available. 

I would  like  to  extend  special  thanks  to  the  Highway  Surveyor 
Raymond  Rose  and  his  crew  for  their  assistance  in  maintaining  and 
repairing  the  Fire  Department  apparatus  as  needed.  This  helped  to 
keep  the  cost  of  maintenance  down. 

I wish  to  thank  the  Firefighters  and  Emergency  Medical  Technicians 
for  their  dedication  and  support  throughout  the  year  of  1987.  I also 
thank  the  Police  Department  for  their  support  and  ask  that  we  continue 
to  work  together  to  keep  Berkley  a safe  and  beautiful  place  to  live.

COMMUNICATION  CENTER  — 1987 


The  Communication  Center  presently  employs  three  full  time 
Public  Safety  Dispatchers  and  six  part  time  Dispatchers.  The  Center  is 
staffed  around  the  clock  and  continues  to  be  a very  busy  place  with 
activity  increasing  every  day. 

The  main  purpose  of  the  Communication  Center  is  to  dispatch  the 
Public  Safety  services  of  the  Fire  Department,  Ambulance  Service, 
Police  Department,  and  Highway  Department  to  the  citizens  of  the 
Town  of  Berkley.  We  try  to  maintain  an  accurate  listing  of  names, 
addresses,  and  telephone  numbers  in  order  to  provide  these  services 
more  efficiently.  With  all  the  new  growth  in  town,  residents  should  be 
sure  that  this  information  is  recorded  at  the  Communication  Center. 
Residents  with  alarms  should  also  supply  us  with  numbers  to  call  in 
case  of  an  emergency. 

Some  of  the  other  services  that  are  provided  by  the  dispatchers  are 
the  distribution  of  Transfer  Station  stickers  for  the  Board  of  Health, 
various  building  permits,  wiring  permits,  and  driveway  permits.  All  of 
these  requests  have  increased  sharply  due  to  the  “building  boom”  in 
this  town.  We  also  issue  burning  permits  and  schedule  inspections  for 
the  Fire  Department.  The  Center  also  serves  as  a drop-off  place  for 
messages  and  mail  for  seveal  town  departments  as  town  offices  are 
still  in  various  locations  in  town.  Requests  for  information  and 
directions  have,  at  the  very  least,  doubled  and  possibly  tripled.  It  is 
almost  impossible  to  keep  track  of  the  exact  number.  There  were  over 
four  hundred  calls  handled  for  the  Animal  Control  Officer  and  this 
number  will  probably  increase  when  the  Animal  Control  By-Law  goes 
into  effect. 

Recently  the  Board  of  Selectmen  voted  to  appoint  and  swear  in 
Public  Safety  Dispatchers  and  most  of  them  have  been  sworn  in.  We 
continue  to  perform  our  duties  in  a professional,  courteous  manner. 
Special  thanks  to  the  personnel  of  the  Fire  Department,  Highway 
Department,  and  the  Police  Department  who  work  together  with 
Communication  personnel  to  offer  the  best  Public  Safety  services 
possible  to  the  citizens  of  the  Town  of  Berkley.

Since  my  appointment,  the  caseload  for  1987  has  increased  and 
80%  of  all  benefits  paid  out  by  this  department  are  medical. 

Many  World  War  II  Veterans  are  reaching  retirement  age  and  are 
living  on  fixed  incomes,  such  as  Social  Security  and  Retirement 
Benefits,  hence,  Medicare  being  their  only  medical  coverage.  Rising  costs 
of  deductibles  and  decreasing  benefits  provided  by  Medicare,  Blue  Cross, 
Medex,  etc.,  have  left  many  Veterans  and  their  dependents  that  are  on 
fixed  incomes  in  need  of  supplemental  medical  assistance.  Those 
Veterans  who  qualify  for  Medical  Assistance  in  our  program  are  relieved 
of  the  financial  burden  of  excessive  medical  expenses.

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BERKLEY  CABLE  COMMITTEE  REPORT 

To  Berkley  Board  of  Selectmen: 

The  Berkley/Dighton/Freetown  cable  television  system  achieved 
the  subscriber  level  in  1987  to  qualify  for  local  access  broadcasting. 
This  will  enable  each  of  the  three  towns  to  begin  producing  broadcasts 
of  local  events  to  be  viewed  on  local  access  Channel  2. 

As  promised  in  their  original  agreement  with  the  towns,  Continental 
Cablevision  purchased  the  equipment  to  enable  each  town  to  have  it’s 
own  recording  equipment  and  camera  as  well  as  a central 
editing/broadcast  facility  to  be  located  in  Berkley.  Most  of  the 
equipment  has  been  received  and  is  being  stored  by  the  company 
pending  the  opening  of  our  broadcast  facility. 

The  system  will  operate  out  of  temporary  headquartes  in  a trailer 
which  was  graciously  donated  by  a Dighton  family  until  permanent 
quarters  can  be  obtained  in  the  Berkley  office  building. 

When  the  Berkley/Dighton/Freetown  local  access  channel  goes  on 
the  air,  hopefully  by  mid  1988,  all  organizations  within  the  town  will 
be  given  the  opportunity  to  have  volunteers  trained  in  the  operation  of 
the  equipment  so  that  coverage  of  their  events  can  be  aired.  Once 
certified,  these  volunters  will  produce,  direct,  tape  and  edit  programming 
of  their  events. 

It  is  my  sincere  hope  that,  through  the  broadcasting  of  local  events, 
public  meetings  and  official  ceremonies,  the  entire  community  would 
become  closer  together.  Our  local  channel  has  the  potential  for  being  a 
major  source  of  local  information  and  news  with  adequate  citizen 
involvement. 

This  is  an  exciting  time  for  our  town  . . . our  cable  system  should 
enable  us  to  be  able  to  share  it  with  all  of  our  citizens.

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Annual  Report  of  the 
Bristol  County  Mosquito  Control  Project 


December  31,  1987 

On  June  30,  1988,  the  Bristol  County  Mosquito  Control  Project  will 
complete  twenty-nine  years  of  service  to  the  cities  and  towns  of  Bristol 
County. 

The  mosquito  control  project  works  year-round  in  its  efforts  to 
reduce  mosquito  breeding  sites  and  adult  mosquito  populations.  The 
Project  uses  several  different  measures  of  control  in  its  never  ending 
fight  against  mosquitos. 

Winter  Pre-hatch  — To  treat  breeding  areas  that  are  accessible  only 
on  the  ice  during  the  winter  months. 

Spring  and  Summer  Larviciding  — To  reduce  the  emergence  of 
adult  mosquitos  in  areas  where  mosquito  larvae  is  present. 

Catch  Basin  Treatment  — To  stop  mosquito  emergence  from  rain- 
filled  catch  basins  and  storm  drains. 

Light  Trapping  Program  — To  monitor  mosquito  populations  as  to 
their  type  and  number  — a program  necessary  in  encephalitis 
surveillance.  Light  trapping  of  mosquitos  is  also  useful  to  determine 
what  areas  have  high  mosquito  populations  and  should  be  sprayed. 

Water  Management  — A year  round  endeavor  to  clean  and 
construct  mosquito  drainage  ditches  in  lowland  swamps  to  reduce 
their  favorability  as  breeding  sites  for  mosquito  larvae. 

It  is  the  policy  of  the  Bristol  County  Mosquito  Control  Project  to 
use  pesticides  that  are  environmentally  safe  so  that  the  safety  of  the 
people  and  environment  are  not  jeopardized.  We  use  as  many  of  the 
biological  insecticides  as  are  practical  with  the  environmental 
conditions  present  in  the  New  England  area.  We  are  presently  using 
three  different  formulations  of  B.T.I.  in  our  larviciding  program. 

All  of  our  spray  equipment  is  calibrated  periodically  in  order  to 
insure  that  dosage  rates  remain  at  safe  levels  but  are  adequate  to 
reduce  mosquito  populations.  The  operators  of  our  spray  equipment 
are  state  certified  pesticide  applicators  that  are  required  to  attend 
classes  on  pesticide  safety  on  a yearly  basis. 
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The  1987  mosquito  season  started  the  first  week  of  March  with 
larvae  appearing  in  large  numbers  throughout  most  of  the  county. 
Precipitation  from  January  2nd  through  May  5th  totaled  22  inches  of 
snow  and  20  inches  of  rain  filling  most  swamps  to  capacity.  The  heavy 
rains  caused  an  above  average  spring  brood  of  mosquitos  in  all  low 
lying  areas.  By  mid-May  mosquito  populations  were  higher  than  they 
had  been  for  several  years.  The  over-wintering  melanura  larvae 
populations  were  also  above  average  which  indicated  a large  second 
brood  come  mid-season.  It  is  the  second  brood  of  melanura  which  can 
trigger  an  outbreak  of  EE  providing  virus  levels  are  high. 

All  project  personnel  including  tractor  operators  were  out  spraying 
in  an  effort  to  knock  down  the  large  mosquito  populations  to  avoid 
any  mosquito  related  health  problems.  With  additional  spraying  and 
the  dryer  weather  conditions  during  July  and  August,  the  mosquitos 
were  reduced  to  such  low  numbers  that  many  areas  no  longer  needed 
spraying.  We  did,  however,  continue  limited  spraying  in  some  areas 
through  September.  The  1987  mosquito  season  ended  with  no  recorded 
cases  of  EE  in  the  Bristol  County  area. 

With  the  end  of  the  spraying  season  our  work  turned  to  water 
management  projects.  At  this  time  crews  cut  brush  and  clean  debris 
from  existing  ditches  and  streams  in  order  to  insure  a better  flow  of 
water  from  normally  wet  areas. 

During  the  spring  and  summer  months  a total  of  341  catch  basins 
that  were  found  to  be  breeding  were  treated.  During  the  fall  and 
winter  months  a total  of  1,180  feet  of  brush  was  cut  from  ditches  and 
1,180  feet  of  drainage  ditch  was  reclaimed. 

I would  like  to  thank  the  town  officials  and  the  people  of  Berkley 
for  their  continued  support  and  cooperation  and  look  forward  to 
serving  them  in  the  coming  year.  Should  anyone  have  a question  as  to 
what  might  be  done  to  relieve  a mosquito  problem  in  their  area, 
whether  it  is  water  management  work,  treatment  of  a breeding  site,  or 
just  having  an  area  checked,  please  feel  free  to  call  our  office.

BOARD  OF  ASSESSORS 

As  townspeople  become  aware  of  the  Assessors’  responsibility  to 
protect  the  taxpayer,  we  find  that  this  task  occupies  much  more  of  our 
time  as  development  increases  in  Berkley. 

Answers  to  commonly  asked  questions: 

Why  do  assessments  go  up,  when  a property  hasn’t  changed? 

Since  assessments  must  be  set  at  market  value,  rising  real  estate 
values  in  the  community  will  be  reflected  in  generally  higher 
assessments.  Many  factors  influence  values  and  the  value  of  some 
properties  — those  with  water  front,  for  example  — will  increase  more 
rapidly  than  others. 

Will  an  increase  in  valuation  bring  a higher  tax  bill? 

Taypayers  who  are  informed  of  an  increase  in  the  value  of  their 
property  are  understandably  concerned  that  their  tax  bills  will  increase 
correspondingly.  In  the  past  — before  cities  and  towns  in  Massachusetts 
were  regularly  revaluing  their  properties  to  the  current  market  value 
and  before  Proposition  2Vi  limited  the  amount  a community  can 
collect  from  the  property  tax  — there  were  often  dramatic  increases  in 
tax  bills,  when  property  was  reassessed. 

For  the  most  part,  however,  this  is  no  longer  true.  In  fact,  as 
valuations  go  up,  tax  rates  go  down  and  thus  taxpayers  will  be  paying 
a lower  rate  per  thousand  dollars  of  valuation.  Any  increase  in  the  bill 
should  be  moderate,  reflecting  the  minimal  increase  in  overall 
property  taxation  allowed  by  Proposition  2 Vi  (and  any  override  or 
exclusion)  approved  by  the  voters. 

Nevertheless,  there  are  certain  instances  when  the  increase  in  value 
may  bring  more  than  a minimal  increase  in  the  taxpayer’s  bill.  When 
the  increase  in  value  is  the  result  of  an  additon  to  the  property  (a 
swimming  pool  or  a new  room). 

Taxpayers  in  communities  that  approve  an  override  or  exclusion  of 
Proposition  2Vi  will  also  expect  to  see  that  additional  tax  reflected  in 
their  bills.  Otherwise,  there  should  be  no  dramatic  increase  as  the 
result  of  a revised  valuation  figure. 
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It  can  be  helpful  to  think  of  the  property  tax  collection  as  the  total  a 
community  can  collect  from  each  taxpayer  each  year  in  proportion  to 
the  value  of  his  property.  Both  that  total  amount  and  any  annual 
increase  are  limited  by  Proposition  2Vi. 

What  if  you  disagree  with  the  assessed  value  of  your  property? 

If,  in  your  opinion,  the  assessment  of  your  property  is  too  high,  by 
all  means  discuss  this  with  the  Board  of  Assessors.  When  you  receive 
notice  of  a new  value,  you  may  make  an  appointment  to  talk  with  the 
Assessors.  In  meeting  with  them,  you  will  want  to  be  specific  about 
why  you  disagree.  Is  there  some  misinformation  on  the  property 
record  card?  Do  you  find  values  of  comparable  properties  lower  than 
yours?  If  so,  it  is  helpful  to  cite  specific  examples.  Information  of  all 
the  assessments  in  the  community  is  available  in  the  Assessors’  office. 
The  abatement  process  is  described  on  the  tax  bill.

I responded  to  453  requests  for  service  as  Animal  Control  Officer  in 
1987.  The  categories  were  dog  complaints  and  investigations;  stray  or 
lost  horses;  stray  or  lost  cows;  lost  or  dead  cats;  miscellaneous 
domestic  animals;  wild  animals  and  birds.  There  were  40  cases  where  I 
was  required  to  board  animals  for  a period  of  10  days  as  mandated  by 
law.  The  number  of  calls  increased  over  1986  by  140  or  45%.  This 
indicates  the  ever  increasing  necessity  for  this  service. 

Berkley  residents  are  urged  to  familiarize  themselves  with  the 
contents  of  the  Animal  Control  By-Law  adopted  by  the  Town  in 
November  of  1987.  The  By-Law  is  printed  in  the  Town  Clerk’s  section 
of  this  publication  and  became  effective  March  10,  1988. 

My  sincere  appreciation  is  extended  to  the  residents  of  Berkley  for 
their  cooperation  in  aiding  me  to  perform  my  job.  I offer  special 
thanks  to  Barry  Emond,  Animal  Control  Officer  for  the  City  of 
Taunton,  who  has  assisted  me  on  numerous  occasions  with  his 
expertise  and  equipment.

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HIGHWAY  DEPARTMENT  ANNUAL  REPORT 

Last  year  was  a great  year  for  the  Highway  Department.  Spring  rains 
came  early  and  we  were  knee  high  in  mud.  The  large  amount  of  growth 
on  unpaved  roads  seemed  to  add  to  the  problem.  Fortunately,  it  only 
lasted  a month  so  we  had  plenty  of  time  to  recover. 

Having  the  Berkley  Bridge  closed  for  the  summer  gave  us  plenty  of 
time  to  finish  Elm  St.  Foliage  on  the  sides  of  our  roadways  became  a 
slight  problem.  Each  year  we  will  continue  to  clean  up  the  trouble  spots. 
A large  amount  of  time  was  spent  cleaning  brush  from  our  gravel  roads 
because  it  is  impossible  to  mow  the  shoulders. 

Street  intersection  signs  were  installed  at  the  cost  of  over  four  thousand 
dollars.  These  signs  were  greatly  appreciated  by  the  residents  and  also  by 
other  departments  with  calls  to  locations. 

The  Highway  Department  has  removed  eighty-seven  large  dead  trees 
and  will  finalize  our  projects  in  the  Spring.  By  sharing  other  town’s 
equipment,  we  have  saved  on  renting  outside  equipment.  Our  town  is 
small,  but  we  always  seem  to  get  the  job  done. 

Winter  has  become  less  of  a problem  because  our  Highway  Depart- 
ment has  grown.  More  equipment  and  men  seem  to  solve  that  problem. 
We  have  six  snow  plows  now,  and  only  hire  two  to  do  this  town.  Also, 
using  less  salt  on  gravel  roads  relieved  some  of  the  mud  in  the  spring.  If 
we  could  only  stop  it  from  snowing  weekends,  that  would  be  great! 

Like  I told  you,  it  was  a great  year,  wasn’t  it!  As  the  years  change  it 
seems  that  problems  become  more  complex.  A drainage  ditch  or  pipe 
seemed  to  solve  the  problem,  but  now  we  have  to  engineer  and  impact 
study  everything.  That  costs  large  amounts  of  money  and  Berkley  is  not 
rolling  in  it,  believe  me. 

We  would  all  like  to  drive  on  new  roads,  but  this  is  just  the  calm  before 
the  storm.  Not  only  Berkley,  but  this  nation  has  found  out  that  it  is 
impossible  to  raise  funds  to  maintain  our  highways. 

Unity  is  the  only  problem  this  town  has  to  solve.  Instead  of  depart- 
ments working  together  we  have  become  separate  little  kingdoms.  An 
incorporation,  and  that’s  what  Berkley  is,  means  to  unite  into  one  body. 
It  doesn’t  make  any  difference  if  the  Highway  Department  is  mowing  the 
grass  or  fighting  a fire,  it’s  all  part  of  the  same  town.  We  all  get  paid  from 
the  same  piece  of  the  pie  — taxes!

New  regulations  for  removal  of  gravel  added  to  our  present 
regulations: 

Fees:  Operating  Fee  to  be  $.08  (8  cents)  per  yard  removed. 

Fee  to  be  paid  annually  in  advance.  Operator  is  responsible 
for  estimating  annual  removal  before  permit  or  renewal  is 
granted.  Any  overestimates  may  be  applied  to  next  year’s 
fees  and  underestimates  must  be  paid  before  removal. 
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Bonds:  A performance  bond  of  $5,000.00  (Five  Thousand 
Dollars)  per  acre  of  operation  will  be  required.  Bonds  must 
be  presented  to  the  Board  before  any  operations  begin  and 
shall  remain  in  force  until  such  time  as  the  Board  finds  that 
operation  is  complete  and  has  been  restored  to  a useable 
condition  and  all  operating  fees  have  been  paid  to  the 
Town. 

Engineering  Requirements: 

Plot  plans  shall  be  prepared  by  a Registered  Professional 
Civil  Engineer  or  Land  Surveyor. 

Plans  to  contain  a topography  showing  the  present  contour 
and  proposed  final  contour.  Contour  lines  to  be  shown  at 
two  (2)  foot  intervals. 

All  boundary  lines  to  be  clearly  shown  on  the  plan  and 
permanent  boundary  markers  placed  on  the  site. 

Elevation  of  water  table  to  be  established  and  no  exca- 
vation to  be  below  7 feet  above  the  water  table. 

Plan  to  show  relationship  to  and  existing  wetlands  and/or 
floodplain. 

A final  topographical  survey  shall  be  required  to  finalize 
operating  fees  before  bond  is  released  on  a closed  operation. 

Inspections: 

Annual  inspection  shall  be  done  by  all  Board  members 
before  renewal  is  granted. 

Periodic  inspections  shall  be  done  by  a committee  of  three 
(3)  appointed  by  the  Board.  At  least  2 members  are 
required  to  be  present  to  make  an  inspection  valid. 

Applicability  of  Regulations: 

Any  removal  of  over  twenty  (20)  yards  of  material  from  a 
site  or  construction  site  shall  require  a determination  of 
applicability  of  Soil  Removal  By-Law  and  Regulations  by 
the  Soil  Conservation  Board  or  its  Designee. 

All  exceptions  that  are  provided  by  By-Law  or  General 
Laws  shall  be  honored.

We  have  completed  our  first  year  of  supplying  water  to  the  Myricks, 
County,  and  Hollaway  Street  residents  of  the  town.  We,  at  present, 
are  serving  twenty  consumers. 

The  meters  are 
read  in  June  and  in  December.  The  water  rate  is  presently  established 
at  $1.61  per  100  cubic  feet  of  water. 

We 
are  attempting  to  install  outside  reading  units  on  all  the  meters.  We’re 
also  looking  into,  with  the  help  of  the  City  of  Taunton,  being  able  to 
take  over  and  expand  the  water  line  on  Berkley  Street.  We  would  also 
like  to  expand  the  Myricks  line.  Unfortunately,  lack  of  available  funds 
will  slow  down  any  expansion  plans.

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REPORT  FROM  THE  SRPEDD  COMMISSION 

(Southeastern  Regional  Planning  and  Economic  Development  District) 

With  the  large  amount  of  development  occurring  in  southeastern 
Massachusetts,  it  has  been  a busy  year  for  the  Southeastern  Regional 
Planning  and  Economic  Development  District  (SRPEDD)  located  in 
Taunton.  We  have  been  preparing  master  plans,  transportation  plans, 
reviewing  development  proposals,  sponsoring  hazardous  waste 
cleanup  activities,  writing  zoning  by-laws,  submitting  grant  applica- 
tions, and  undertaking  many  other  activities  to  help  cities  and  towns 
address  the  growth  pressures  of  today  and  tomorrow. 

During  1987,  the  Town  of  Berkley  continued  its  participation  in 
SRPEDD,  with  the  Town  being  represented  on  the  Commission  by 
John  Holland  representing  the  Board  of  Selectmen  and  Byron  Holmes 
representing  the  Planning  Board. 

The  agency’s  purpose  is  to  plan  for  regional  land  use,  economic 
development,  housing,  transit,  transportation,  solid  waste,  energy 
resources  and  conservation,  and  air  and  water  quality.  Local 
participation  in  these  regional  plans  enables  communities  to  be  eligible 
for  federal  and  state  dollars. 

In  addition  to  regional  planning  and  economic  development, 
SRPEDD  provides  direct  assistance  to  member  cities  and  towns. 
Through  the  free  municipal  assistance  program,  each  community 
receives  time  for  local  projects  and  assistance  in  preparing  applications 
for  federal  and  state  funds. 

Services  to  Berkley  this  past  year  included: 

• The  SPREDD  Commission  passed  a resolution  July  11,  1987  re- 
questing action  from  the  Mass.  DPW  and  FHWA  on  repairing 
and  replacing  the  Berkley/Dighton  Bridge. 

• Met  with  Berkley  selectmen  to  discuss  future  replacement  of 
bridge. 

Regional  plans  and  other  activities  conducted  this  year  benefiting  all 
communities  included: 

• Approval  of  over  $9  million  in  regional  grant  applications  to 
federal  and  state  agencies  and  of  over  $12  million  in  Industrial 
Revenue  Bonds. 

• Environmental  assessment  reviews  of  state  and  federally  funded 
projects,  and  reviews  of  all  local  zoning  amendments.  The  reviews 
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are  advisory  and  are  oriented  toward  making  proposals  more 
cost-effective  and  feasible. 

• The  annual  update  of  the  Overall  Economic  Development 
Program  (OEDP)  which  makes  member  communities  eligible  for 
U.S.  Economic  Development  Administration  funding  and  a 10 
percent  bonus  for  public  facility  projects. 

• The  annual  update  of  the  Transportation  Improvements  Program 
(TIP)  which  lists  major  projects  in  each  community  for  federal 
and  state  funding.  A project  must  be  included  in  the  TIP  in  order 
to  be  eligible  for  these  funds. 

• The  District  has  provided  the  two  regional  transit  authorities 
(SRTA)  and  (GATRA)  planning  technical  assistance.  Surveys  of 
ridership  to  determie  purpose  of  trips,  number  of  trips,  location 
of  residence  and  work  place  and  need  for  expanded  services  were 
conducted.  Commuter  rail  service  to  the  District  was  also  analyzed 
for  its  existing  use  and  future  expansion.  The  development  for 
providing  handicapped  accessible  transit  service  was  also  a prime 
concern. 

• SEED,  South  Eastern  Economic  Development  Corporation, 
established  and  staffed  by  SRPEDD,  provides  low-interest,  long- 
term financing  to  small  businesses  in  southeastern  Massachusetts 
through  the  U.S.  Small  Business  Administration’s  “504” 
Program  and  a SI  million  Revolving  Loan  Fund.  In  1987  SEED 
assisted  nineteen  businesses  which  resulted  in  total  investments  of 
$2.5  million  and  created  365  jobs. 

• SEED  Corporation  is  also  developing  a regional  small  business 
incubator  in  Fall  River’s  Industrial  Park.  This  facility  will  provide 
rental  space  and  support  services  for  small  business  in  their  early 
years. 

SRPEDD  represents  the  collective  will  of  its  member  communities.  As 
the  responsibilities  and  problems  of  municipalities  become  increasingly 
complex,  the  District  can  provide  technical  assistance  to  local  boards, 
encourage  cooperation  among  communities,  and  provide  a 
comprehensive  approach  to  issues  that  cross  local  boundaries. 
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BOARD  OF  SELECTMEN 
ANNUAL  REPORT 

The  Board  of  Selectmen  would  like  to  submit  its  report  to  the 
Citizens  of  Berkley  for  1987.  Again  growth  has  been  totally 
unprecedented  along  with  the  demands  on  Town  Government. 

In  1987,  three  new  By-Laws  were  voted.  One  requiring  all  homes 
and  businesses  to  have  a street  number,  a Personnel  By-Law  that 
regulates  Town  employees  and  benefits  and  an  Animal  Control 
By-Law  to  regulate  dogs  and  other  domestic  animals. 

This  Board  held  60  regular  meetings  during  1987,  plus  attending 
approximately  40  other  meetings  with  other  agencies.  Selectmen  also 
attended  several  seminars  and  meetings  sponsored  by  State  and 
County  Agencies  in  order  to  learn  about  changes  and  new  laws  and 
procedures. 

A Dirt  Road  Study  Committee  was  formed  to  study  the  problem  of 
unpaved  roads  and  has  been  very  active  and  will  report  to  the  Annual 
Town  Meeting  in  May  1988.

Our  meetings  are  now  held  at  the  Middle  School  in  the  auditorium 
on  Thursday  nights  at  7:00  P.M.  The  public  is  invited  to  attend  and  as 
always,  we  are  looking  for  volunteers  to  serve  on  several  Boards, 
Commissions,  and  Committees. 

Emergency  repairs  were  made  to  the  Berkley-Dighton  Bridge  by  the 
Massachusetts  Department  of  Public  Works,  which  allowed  it  to 
re-open  thus  ending  the  great  inconvenience  caused  to  area  residents. 
This  bridge  is  in  serious  condition  and  now  has  the  distinction  of 
having  the  lowest  weight  limit  of  any  bridge  (3  tons)  maintained  by  the 
State. 
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The  Town  Office  Building  Committee  is  currently  studying  the 
conversion  of  the  Canuel  School  to  a Town  Hall  Office  Building  once 
the  new  addition  to  the  Middle  School  is  complete.  Central  Office 
facilities  are  greatly  needed,  as  now  offices  of  Town  Officials  are  in 
several  public  buildings  and  several  private  homes,  making  it  very 
difficult  for  citizens  and  officials  to  conduct  Town  Business. 

One  problem  that  must  be  addressed  in  the  Fiscal  89  budget  is  low 
wages  for  Town  Employees.  This  Board  has  been  negotiating  with  the 
Berkley  Employees  Association  which  has  been  designated  as  the 
Bargaining  Unit  for  all  Town  Employees  except  the  School  Teachers 
and  part-time  employees.  We  have  lost  several  well  trained  employees 
to  other  area  Towns  because  our  salaries  are  considerably  lower  than 
average. 

This  Board  filed  Special  Legislation  with  the  General  Court  relative 
to  an  Exclusion  from  Proposition  2 Vi  for  the  Bond  on  the  new  school. 
We  are  happy  to  report  that  this  has  been  approved  by  the  Legislature 
and  has  been  signed  into  law  by  the  Governor. 

Our  regular  meeting  location  will  be  changing  from  time  to  time 
during  1988  due  to  the  school  construction.  We  will  make  every  effort 
to  notify  the  public  through  the  news  media  of  any  changes.  We  ask 
you  to  bear  with  us  until  we  can  be  located  in  the  Central  Town  Office 
Building.  Our  secretary,  Mrs.  Elizabeth  Lanord,  is  available  Tuesday 
through  Friday  from  9:30  A.M.  to  1:30  P.M.  in  the  Police  Station. 
The  telephone  number  is  824-6794. 

We  wish  to  thank  all  the  Town  Officials  and  Citizens  for  their 
cooperation  during  1987.

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GENERAL  INFORMATION 


Kindergarten  Registration 

1 . To  enter  Kindergarten,  a child  must  be  five  years  of  age  by  August  3 1 . 

2.  A Birth  Certificate  must  be  presented  at  registration. 

3.  A doctor’s  certificate  of  immunization  against  diptheria, 
pertussis,  tetanus,  measles,  and  poliomyelitis,  unless  exempted 
for  medical  reasons,  must  be  presented  at  registration  time. 

4.  A recent  physical  examination  recorded  on  the  Massachusetts 
Health  Form  by  the  child’s  doctor  must  be  completed. 

5.  Following  the  registration,  appointments  will  be  arranged  for  a 
hearing  and  vision  evaluation  at  school. 

Health  Policies 

1.  In  case  of  illness,  doctor’s  certificates  are  only  necessary  for 
communicable  diseases  or  if  specifically  requested  by  the  school. 

2.  No  student  will  be  allowed  to  bring  medications  to  school  unless 
the  school  nurse  has  a doctor’s  order  specifically  stating  the  name 
of  the  medication,  dosage,  time  to  be  given,  the  student’s 
diagnosis,  and  the  necessity  of  taking  the  medication  during 
school  hours.  The  doctor’s  order  should  be  accompanied  by  a 
signed  and  dated  note  from  the  parent  requesting  the  administration 
of  the  medication.  A final  check  with  the  physician  will  be  made 
by  the  school  nurse. 

3.  Transportation  of  a sick  child  is  the  responsibility  of  the  parent 
and  only  in  an  emergency  will  the  school  provide  transportation. 

4.  Vision  and  hearing  screening  tests  are  conducted  annually. 

5.  Physical  examinations  are  given  yearly  in  grades  four  and  eight. 

Pediculosis  Policy 

It  is  the  policy  of  the  school  committee  to  send  pupils  home  from 

school  for  treatment  if  they  are  found  to  have  pediculosis. 

A pupil  who  has  pediculosis  shall  be  sent  home  from  school  by  the 

principal  or  his  designee.  Parents  are  responsible  for  transportation. 
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Readmission  to  school  is  subject  to  approval  by  the  school  nurse.  A 
student  may  be  readmitted  to  school  the  day  after  he/she  is  sent  home. 
If  pediculosis  is  discovered  in  a pupil  on  three  (3)  occasions,  the  fourth 
incidence  will  require  a certificate  from  a physician. 


School  Notes 

When  a student  is  absent  from  school,  he  is  expected  to  bring  with 
him/her  a written  excuse  from  his  parents  explaining  his/her  absence. 

A request  for  dismissal  before  the  end  of  the  school  day  should  be 
made  in  person  or  in  writing  by  the  parent. 


The  principal’s  office,  located  at  the  Berkley  Middle  School,  is  open 
from  7:30  A.M.  to  4:00  P.M. 

SCHOOL  HOURS 


Students,  who  are  not  transported  to  school  by  bus,  should  arrive  at 
their  respective  school  fifteen  minutes  before  the  start  of  classes. 


NO  SCHOOL  — STORMY  DAY  INFORMATION 

During  the  winter  when  we  have  snow  or  ice  storms,  the  decision  as 
to  whether  we  have  a late  start  day  or  no  school  will  be  broadcast  on 
the  following  radio  stations  between  5:30  A.M.  and  6:30  A.M. 


There  could  be  a “late  start  day’’  announcement  followed  in  an 
hour  or  so  by  a “no  school  day’’  if  there  should  be  a change  for  the 
worse  in  the  weather  conditions.

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Emergency  Situations 

Parents  should  be  aware  that  emergencies  may  arise  while  students 
are  in  school.  Due  to  the  emergency,  students  may  be  released  early. 
We  would  place  such  announcements  on  the  radio.  However,  all 
parents  may  not  be  notified.  It  is  very  important  that  parents  make 
arrangements  for  the  shelter  and  supervision  of  their  child  in  case  of 
such  emergencies.  Neighbors  or  relatives  should  be  notified  and 
students  should  know  what  to  do  if  parents  are  not  at  home. 


Transportation 

Bus  transportation  is  provided  for  our  students  in  Grades  K-12.  Bus 
rules  for  students  have  been  established  by  the  School  Committee.  A 
student  must  not  abuse  the  privilege  of  riding  to  and  from  school  by 
misbehavior.  The  enforcement  of  bus  rules  is  the  responsibility  of  the 
bus  driver.  An  infraction  of  the  bus  rules  will  be  brought  to  the 
attention  of  the  pupil(s)  involved  by  a verbal  explanation  and  warning 
by  the  driver.  If  a verbal  warning  is  not  sufficient,  the  driver  will 
complete  a written  report.  A pupil  may  be  placed  on  probation  if  in 
the  judgment  of  the  Principal  the  student’s  behavior  has  been 
unacceptable.  A pupil  shall  lose  his  privilege  of  riding  on  the  bus  for 
serious  infraction  which  affect  the  safety  of  the  driver  and  other 
youngsters  on  the  bus  or  for  acts  of  deliberate  vandalism.

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Report  of  the  Superintendent  of  Schools 

To  The  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Berkley: 

I herewith  submit  my  eleventh  report  as  your  Superintendent  of 
Schools. 

This  report  covers  the  events  and  activities  which  occurred  during 
calendar  year  1987. 

The  construction  of  the  addition  at  .the  middle  school  began  on 
September  21,  1987.  As  anticipated,  the  construction  has  necessitated 
some  revisions  in  our  day-to-day  operation.  However,  as  a result  of 
the  cooperation  of  parents,  youngsters  and  our  faculty,  the  incon- 
veniences caused  by  the  construction  have  been  accommodated  with 
little  or  no  negative  impact  on  our  programs. 

As  we  get  to  the  point  where  the  construction  and  renovations  are 
nearing  completion,  the  inconveniences  will  undoubtedly  be  greater. 
However,  based  on  our  current  experience,  all  involved  will  handle 
these  problems  effectively.  The  anticipation  of  occupying  the  new  and 
renovated  facilities  in  January,  1989  makes  the  inconvenience 
bearable. 

As  a result  of  increased  enrollment  in  the  primary  grades,  an 
additional  section  of  second  grade  was  required  in  September,  1987. 
The  only  space  available  was  the  cafeteria  at  the  Canuel  School.  That 
space  was  renovated  to  accommodate  the  third  section  of  second 
grade.  As  a result,  the  youngsters  at  the  Canuel  School  eat  lunch  at 
their  desks.  Providing  the  school  lunches  in  disposable  containers  has 
worked  satisfactorily.  Caring  and  creative  people  came  up  with 
workable  solutions  to  overcome  problems.  The  creation  of  the 
classroom  in  the  cafeteria  necessitated  that  the  selectmen  relocate  to 
the  middle  school.  That  move  has  been  a serious  inconvenience  for  the 
selectmen,  other  town  officials,  and  for  the  townspeople.  However,  as 
a result  of  extensive  cooperation  and  understanding,  the  selectmen 
and  other  town  officials  are  making  their  less  than  satisfactory 
accommodations  at  the  middle  school  work.  My  thanks  to  all  involved 
for  their  understanding  and  cooperation. 

The  housing  of  the  primary  grades  for  the  first  half  of  the  1988-1989 
school  year  until  the  new  facilities  open  will  present  a major  problem. 
The  school  committee  is  looking  at  solutions  which  will  bandaid  the 
problem  until  the  new  facilities  are  available.  Everyone  connected 
with  the  school  system  is  looking  forward  to  the  new  facilities.  All 
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programs  will  be  housed  in  adequate  facilities  and  all  in  one  location. 
Many  of  us  have  been  looking  forward  to  the  construction  of  the 
necessary  school  facilities  for  a long  time.  The  realization  of  that 
dream  is  only  a short  time  away. 


Administrative  Organization 

Effective  July  1,  1987,  School  Union  #37,  Berkley,  Dighton, 
Gosnold  and  Rehoboth,  was  de  facto  dissolved  as  a result  of  Dighton 
and  Rehoboth  regionalizing  grades  K-8  thereby  becoming  a K-12 
regional  school  district  and  the  new  School  Union  #37,  Berkley  and 
Gosnold,  was  created.  The  official  dissolution  was  voted  by  the  State 
Board  of  Education  in  December,  1987. 

Two  very  important  decisions  were  made  by  the  school  committee 
as  1987  came  to  a close.  It  was  decided  to  relocate  the  central  office  in 
Berkley  and  to  reorganize  the  administration  of  the  school  system  so 
that  Berkley  and  Gosnold  would  share  the  services  of  a full-time 
superintendent.  The  transition  from  the  current  administrative 
organization  will  take  place  during  the  1988-89  school  year.  When  the 
transition  is  complete,  the  Berkley  school  system  will  be  administered 
by  a superintendent  of  schools,  a principal  of  grades  K-8  and  a 
teaching  assistant  principal.  The  dissolution  of  the  original  Union  #37 
marks  the  end  of  an  era.  The  location  of  the  Berkley  central  office  in 
Berkley  and  a full-time  superintendent  of  schools  for  Berkley  is  the 
beginning  of  a new  era.  It  will  prove  to  be  a very  exciting  time  for  the 
Town  of  Berkley. 


Finances 

Again  this  year  the  school  budget  was  reduced  at  the  town  meeting 
because  of  a lack  of  funds  and  the  cap  imposed  by  Proposition  2Vi. 
As  the  year  drew  to  a close,  it  was  clear  after  two  special  town 
meetings  that  additional  funds  would  not  be  available.  Therefore,  the 
reduced  budget  as  voted  at  the  annual  town  meeting  will  stand.  We 
will  probably  make  it  through  the  year.  However,  it  is  very  important 
that  all  voters  in  Berkley  recognize  that  they  must  support  the  override 
of  Proposition  2Vi  if  the  new  facilities  are  to  be  used  effectively.  Town 
services  and  school  program  requirements  demand  additional 
funding.  Only  an  override  of  Proposition  2Vi  can  provide  those 
needed  funds.  We  are  looking  forward  to  your  continued  support.

Berkley  Middle  School  Addition 

After  receiving  state  approval  and  awarding  the  construction 
contract,  we  had  Groundbreaking  Ceremonies  for  the  addition  at  the 
Berkley  Middle  School  on  September  21,  1987.  The  long  awaited 
construction  phase  had  begun.  Having  planned  for  past  increasing 
enrollment  and  lack  of  facilities  for  our  school  programs,  we  now  can 
face  another  trying  year  as  we  anticipate  these  new  facilities. 

The  continuous  activity  around  and  in  our  school  creates  a feeling 
of  excitement  but  still  allows  us  to  pursue  our  educational  programs. 

As  we  experience  inconveniences  and  distractions  furing  the 
construction  and  renovation  phases,  we  are  very  pleased  with  the 
cooperation,  patience,  and  understanding  of  students,  staff,  and  parents. 


Personnel  Changes 

After  serving  the  Berkley  Schools  as  Science  Teacher  and  Teacher- 
in-Charge  for  many  years,  the  Berkley  School  Committee  appointed 
Sherry  Medeiros  as  Assistant  Principal  this  year.  It  was  fitting  for  the 
School  Committee  to  recognize  her  service  and  achievements.  We 
congratulate  her  and  wish  her  future  success  as  an  administrator. 

We  also  enthusiastically  welcome  several  new  staff  persons  into  the 
Berkley  School  System.  Alphabetically,  we  list:  Kathleen  Arnaldo, 
Resource  Teacher;  Sheryl  Biss,  Resource  Instructional  Aide;  Aleta 
Correia,  Kindergarten  Teacher  Aide;  Kathleen  Desrosiers,  Reading; 
John  Dunivan,  Instrumental  Music;  Elizabeth  Gooch,  Kindergarten 
Tutor;  Kimberly  Jones,  Art;  Kathleen  Pierce,  Grade  2;  Annette 
Soares,  Speech  and  Language  Tutor;  and  Elizabeth  Wood,  Science. 
Other  changes  were:  Sherry  Medeiros  appointed  as  Coordinator  of 
Special  Services;  Anne  Morley,  transferred  from  Reading/Science  to 
Grade  6;  and  Joan  Spreyer,  transferred  from  Grade  6 to  Chapter  I. 
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New  England  Association  of  Schools 
and  Colleges  Evaluation 

We  are  proceeding  very  well  in  the  evaluation  process  of  our  school 
system.  Many  committees  have  already  completed  their  reports, 
several  are  actively  working  on  their  committee  studies,  and  the 
remaining  committees  will  be  starting  their  work  shortly.  The  self 
study  of  our  school  system  is  very  comprehensive  and  will  lead  to  the 
accreditation  of  our  schools. 

The  Steering  Committee  is  providing  the  necessary  leadership  for 
the  completion  of  this  project.  It  is  composed  of:  Sherry  Medeiros, 
Chairperson;  Joan  Behmke,  Mona  Keane,  Theresa  Wilson,  and 
Edward  G.  Canuel. 

Staff  Persons  and  Students  of  the  Month 

For  a second  school  year,  we  are  very  happy  to  have  such  a program 
in  our  school  system.  We  wish  to  congratulate  several  members  of  our 
staff  for  being  selected  “Staff  Persons  of  the  Month”  by  their  peers. 
Their  efforts,  achievements,  and  contributions  to  our  school  system 
are  therefore  duly  recognized. 

In  1987,  we  had  the  following  named  “Staff  Persons  of  the 
Month”:  Lucy  Gamache,  Leslie  Rafferty,  Margaret  Bouchard,  Sherry 
Medeiros,  Jean  Dean,  Lucinda  Hagar,  Diane  Lobo,  Ellen  Jennings, 
and  Margaret  Martinez. 

We  are  also  very  proud  of  our  students  who  are  selected  each  month 
as  “Students  of  the  Month”.  Their  teachers  recognize  their  good 
effort,  positive  attitude,  good  performance,  and  overall  good 
citizenship.

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Report  of  the  School  Building  Committee 

This  report  covers  the  events  and  activities  for  calendar  year  1987. 

The  Building  Committee  selected  Earl  R.  Flansburgh  of  Boston  as 
the  architect  for  the  project  at  its  meeting  on  November  18,  1986. 
Prior  to  submitting  the  proposal  to  the  voters  at  the  special  town 
meeting  on  May  10,  1986,  the  Building  Committee  held  numerous 
open  meetings  where  interested  townspeople  provided  the  Building 
Committee  with  suggestions  and  reactions  to  preliminary  proposals 
and  drawings.  At  the  special  town  meeting  on  August  4,  1986,  the 
voters  approved  construction  of  the  addition  and  renovations  and  a 
seven  million  three  hundred  thousand  dollar  ($7,300,000)  bond  issue. 

The  year  which  elapsed  from  the  approval  of  the  bond  issue  to  the 
award  of  the  general  contract  to  the  Tocci  Construction  Company  on 
August  27,  1987  were  event-filled  months.  The  members  of  the 
committee  spent  more  hours  deliberating  how  the  specifications  would  be 
written  and  how  the  town  could  receive  the  most  for  the  dollars  spent. 

The  actual  construction  of  the  addition  was  initiated  with  a ground 
breaking  ceremony  on  September  21,  1987.  Members  of  the  Building 
Committee,  School  Committee,  town  officials,  school  administrators, 
staff,  parents,  students  and  representatives  from  the  Tocci  Construction 
Company  attended  the  event. 

As  1987  came  to  a close,  construction  was  well  under  way.  The 
foundations  are  in,  the  sewer  system  and  drain  fields  are  installed,  the 
land  which  will  be  the  ball  fields  has  been  cleared  and  the  parking  lot 
has  been  partially  completed.  In  addition,  the  electrical  work  has 
begun  in  the  corridors  of  the  current  building. 

The  original  goal  was  to  have  the  addition  and  renovation  complete  by 
January,  1989.  As  the  year  closed,  it  was  estimated  that  the  project  was 
five  to  eight  weeks  behind  schedule  as  a result  of  preliminary  problems 
between  the  general  contractor  and  the  masonry  sub-contractor.
